the theory that he is worse than a mere crank 
and not very short of a lunatic. 

During his recent visit to Chicago, where he 
made a good living by raking up the brim- 
stone and fire of the lower regions until he 
made the whole air reek of sulphur, Brother 
Jones took it into his pious head that all 
sorts of athletic exercises were wicked de- 
vices of the -arch-fiend himself, contrived 
to entrap the souls of the young. Fellows like 
Brother Jones never believe in anything munly 
or vigorous, They are usually lean-limbed, 
sunken-chested, miserable-looking creatures, 
who have either weak digestions or gluttonous 
appetites, and who are too cowardly torun any 
greater risk of physical danger than a — 
mutch at a revival meeting. 

With anything like manly exercise or robust 
health and strength they have no sympathy. 
And when the practice of the former is attem pt- 
ed by other men, in an effort to secure the lat- 
ter, then these Pharisees see a fresh reason for 
trying to put them down—the fact that they 
actually afford pleasure as well as profit. 

It wus in a burst of such envy that Brother 
Jones got a crowd of kindred cranks together 
in Chicago, and so persecuted the Chief of Police 
that he issued a general order pulting an end, 
among other entertainments, to boxing 
matches, the Jones mob regarding these latter 
with special aversion. 

Mayor Carter Harrison of Chicago, very : ay 
observed that for his part he can see not even 
the shadow ot an offence in a properly con- 
ducted boxing match. They are always con- 
ducted in full view and under complete control 
cf the police authorities, and the moment they. 
begin to border on roughness or illegality they 
are easily and instantaneously wound up. 

It is a notorious fact that the fairly conducted 
boxing match, witnessed by a respectable au- 





dience and well in hand, so tar as the police are 


concerned, has done more torepress the old time 
lawless, cutthroat prize fight than all ttid preach- 
ers or policemen in the world. And ifthe hox- 
ing match is to be crushed in future under the 
iron heel of bigotry, why, it is only a question 
of time when the old time prize fight shall 
break out with fresh fury all over the country. 


The cranks have, apparently, won another | 


victory, but it is a victory which, in’ the long 
run, will be worse for their cause than an out 
and out defeat.

A Jealous Husband Wounds His Wife and | 


Kills Himself. 


As the workingmen and women were going to their 
shops on May 21, in Springfield, Mass., many of them 
noticed on Dwight streeta man and woman engaged 
in earnest conversation. They were Andrew J. Wig- 
gin and his wife, Eva. Suddenly, and without the 
least warning, Wiggin stopped his conversation, step- 
ped back, drew a revolver from his pocket and fired 
three shots in rapid succession at.his wife. One ball 
took effect in her hip, one in her arm and one in her 
hand. After the shooting the would-be murderer ran 
down an alley leading from the street, the large crowd 


_wbo had gatbered following in hot pursuit. 


They gained upon him, and after turning once or 
twice be took the revolver, whi h be still carried in 
his hand, placed the muzzle to his right temple and 
fired. The ball. took immediate effect, as the man 
dropped to the ground dead. The body was placed in 
& wagon and moved to Sampson’s Morgue. Medical 
Examiner Breck being called in the meantime, the 
crowd turned back to the woman. She had fallen to 
the ground frightened and weak from loss of blood. 
She was removed to her boarding house in Main street 
and afterward to the City Hospital, waere her wounds 
were dressed, and her physicians say she is in a fair 
way. of recovery. She is about twenty-five years of 
age, and says domestic trouble was the cause of her 
busband’s terrible act. 

She bas not lived with him for several weeks, and 
received a black eye recently as the result of one of 
ber quarrels with him. Wiggin came to Springfield 
with bis wife last October and engaged rooms. He 
was a bricklaver and has worked on the new fail.

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DEADLY STREET FIGHT. 


(Subject of Illustration. | 

News bas been received from Grand Saline, Van 
Zandt county, Texas, ofa tragic affray. For several 
months a feud has existed between the Padgetits and 
the Carrolls. two families residing tive miles north- 
east of Grand Saline. It originated in the Padgetts ac- 
cusing J. M. Carroll ofstealing hogs. The quarrel spread 
until the entire settlement became embroilei. Arrests 
and counter-arrests were made of parties On either 
side on affidavits sworn out by adherents of the op- 
posing factions, and every month they have been in 
attendance upon the court at Grand Saline. Each 
faction came heavily armed with breech-loading shot 
guns, Winchester rifles and six shooters, and a deadly 
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Tn the House of Correction. 


contest bas been expected at each successive monthly 
sitting of the court. 

In court after the cases were dispused of May 18. J. 
M. Carroll went to W. J. Padge*t, father of Robert and 
James Padgett, and told rim he would burn his shirt 
oft ifhe and his sons did not cease slandering him. 
Bitter and violent words passed until the Padgetis 
moved off to their horses, hitcbed in the rear ot Dr. 
Austin’s store. Carroll went on tothe front gallery of 
the store, picked up bis breechloading shot gun and 
stepped out in front of the Padgetts, cursing them and 
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Whipped in the street. 


Saying tbat they did not have the nerve to use their 
guns. Bob Padgett instantly raised bis gun, took de- 
liberate aim and fired. This wasa signal tor an im- 
prom ptu duel between the two men. Padgett’s first 
shot, which contained twelve buckshot, took effect in 
Carroll’s right Jung and the upper part of bis stomach. 
Carroll s return shot took effect in Padgett’s right and 
left lung and left arm. Carroll’s second shot tore 
Padgett’s arm to pieces from the elbow downward. 
Padgett with his left arm horribly mangled and 
bleeding by his side, raised bis gun with his right and 
poured the contents of his second barrel into Carroll’s 
neck and shoulders, when the-latter had turned to re- 
load his piece. The Padgetts then rode off. 

Carroll, who was felled to the ground by tbe buck- 
shot received in bis neck, raised bimself and fired-both 
barrels at his retreating enemies, killing one of their 
borses. Carroll then fell again, and saying, ‘Well, 
boys, I got my work in on them all right and Iam 
willing todie,” gave a gasp and-was dead. Bob 
Padgett, who is about eighteen years old, was carried 
home by bis father and brother and cannot live. Car- 
roll was twenty-two years old. 

All the parties to the tragedy were duly sober, and 
it is thought that several others will fall victims to 
this deadly feud before it is settled. 


TIRED OF THIS WORLD. 


A Father Poisons His Baby Boy and Then Attempts 
Self-Destruction. 


A terrible tragedy occurred in Deerfield street, 
Greenfield. Mass., May 19, by which the townr 
of Deerfield and Greenfield are greatly ex- 
cited. Eugene Taylor, a young farmer, about 
thirty-five years old, murdered his two-and-a-half. 
year old baby boy by teeding it candy sprinkled witb 
strychuime, trom the effects of which the baby died in

two bours, in terrible agony. Having killed the child, 
Taylor then took an overdose of strycbnine- himself, 
but failing to take his own’ life with the poison arose 
trom bed duriog the temporary absence of bis attend- 
ant,and witha pocketknife stabbed himself in the 
neck, cutting his throat badly, but not fatally, as the 
blade passed a trifle too bigh for the main artery, 
missing it by a traction of an inch. 

He was interviewed in his bed by a reporter. Taylor 
gave as a reason for bis act that he was tired of this 
world and wanted to leave it, taking bis baby with 
him. His wife, a brigbt, intelligent, bard working 
woma:), says she was married to Taylor op the 7th of 
September, 1882, at Moores, N. Y., where her brothers 
are in mercantile business. Ever since the marriage 
she says Taylor has been despondent, He told ber 
he had lost a thousand dollars by some unwise specu- 
lation and wanted her to get her brothers to lend him 
money soon after their marriage. At her solicitation 
they advanced him $1,000 and have let bim have 
money at various times since, and she has worked 
hard asa dressmaker in Deerfield to help pay this 
money back. 

Instead of improving, she says her husband has of 
late become more despondent. The little boy came 
to bis mother about 7:30 and showed her some candy 
bis father had given him. It was an unusual thing for 
the child’s father to do, but the mother took no notice 
ofit. Suddenly the child was taken with convulsions 
and Mrs. Taylor called her busband aud doctor. 
Meanwhile Mr. Taylor had taken a large dose of the 
poison and soon he was suffering convulsive uazonies. 
The child died at 9 P. M. in terrible agony, while Tay- 
lor pulled tbrough and next morning made thesecond 
unsuccessful attempt at self-murder.

Two riders and sixteen running horses created great 
enthusiasm at Fleetwood Park on May 22. The occa- 
sion was a race of twenty-five miles under saddle be- 
tween Jobn Murphy, of New York, and Charles M. 
Anderson. of California. The stakes were said to be 
$1,000 a side and the championship of the world. Each 
rider was allowed eight borses, and changes were re- 
quired to be made at. the end of every mile. Murphy 
for many years bas been on top of the list of trotting 
drivers, until be has acquired the title “Wizard of the 
Ribbons.” He has given many of the fast trotters of 
t:e country the’r records, and years gone by frequently 
rode saddle races. His age is forty-two, his height 5 
feet 734 inches and his weight on this occasion Was 123 
pounds. Anderson was born in Rochester, N. Y . 1s 
thirtv-three yeirs old, weighs in condition 135 pounds, 
ani has to bis credit many best on record for long- 
distance riding. One is 30 miles in 61 minutes 30 sec- 
onds. over the Oakland track, California, June, 1883, 
and 1,304 miles io 90 hours, 15 hours a day, over the 
Bay District track, San Francisco, riding thirty horses 
end changing at will, against J. W. DeLeon, Francisco 
Peralto and Frank Derrick. 

Nearly four thousand people assembled at Fleet- 
wood Park. The majority of the club members were 
present, and three or four hundred Jadies in radiant 
@resses and gorgeous millinery were on the club bal- 
copy and grand stand. Anderson, resplendent in sea 
green silk jockey cap and jacket, with white trousers, 
headed his string, and going into the field, where 
there were about a bundred carriages filled with 
laides and gentlemen, awaited Murpby’s coming. He 
did not have to wait long. as the New York rider, also 
in green colors, cantered down from the stables on the 
turn and joined the Californian. Anderson’s horses 
were the chestnut stallion Harry Dean, chestnut geld- 
ing Bellett Hawk, bay gelding Percine, bay mare 
South Rover Maid, bay gelding Hard Luck, bay mare 
Caicadee, bay gelding Willie D. and bay mare Retort. 
Murphy’s string were the chestnut gelding J. ©. Nay, 
bay gelding Blue String. chestnut gelding A. L. C., 
chestnut mare Good Luck, chestnut mare Miss Akers, 
bay gelding Dr. Ogla, bay gelding Hiram Howe and 
chestnut gelding Jotun Driscoll. The judges were 
Messrs. James Shindler, J. S. Smitb and Matthew 
Riley. Murpby was the favorite in the private bet- 
ting. $50 tu $40. They came for the work bead and 
head, with Anderson baving the inside, and were sent‘ 
away with cheers from the thousands. Men jumped 
to their feet, took out their watches and yelled—the 
club for Murpby and many on the grand stand for 
Anderson. The first mile went to the credit ot the 
New Yorker, but it was easy to see at this early stage 
that the stranger would prove an ugly and 
dangerous customer. Anderson changed at the 
north end of the judges’ stand, and Murphy to 
the scuth of it. Tbe Califurnian was like a ma- 
chine in dismounting, and with admirable accuracy 
landed in bis saddle, Murphy was not so quick and 
machine-like at this business, and bis attendants got 
in each other’s way, which bindered rather than 
helped -him. Blue String was ridden by the New 
Yorker in the second mile, and he broke a blood 
vessel wbile on tbe back stretch and couid hardly 
stagger home. Anderson on Bellet Hawk flew around 
the circuit like the wind, and bad a good deal to spare 
when he changed. Blue String looked more like a 
man who had been clubbed by strong-armed police- 
‘men, dragzed to the station house, and, after sleeping 
on a bench all night, coming limp and worthless be- 
fore a hard-hearted judge. Anderson also finished the 
third mile well in advance, but the end of the fourth 
mile found Murpty again in front. Tbe balcony 
ladies waved their bandkerchiets, the club members 
cheered and hundreds on the grand stand howled. 
Big John Quinn, of Harlem, was on the track assist- 
ing the New Yorker, and tbat grand old véteran. Jake 
Somerindyke, was very near him. Both wanted 
Murpby to win. At theend of the ninth mile Murphy 
was holding a lead, but in the tenth bis gelding A. L. 
C. quit, and Anderson once more assumed coa)mand, 
and kept it until the twelfth mile, when Murphy 
again went to the front. 

The excitement was at blood heat. Stalwart Quinn 
persvired freely. Major Mortou stood near to give 
advice. Captain Dawson looked and criticised, and 
then joined Quinn. A white and black parasoj in the 
balcony had been swinging about tor Murpty, and a 
big bunch of Jack roses was beld conspicuously bigh 
when Murphy was leading. The end of the fourteenth 
mile found Murphy very t:red, but he stuck. Ander- 
sop was s'ill strong as a Samson and apparently not 
the seust fatigued. He had made no blunders getting 
off and on, and though Murphy bad the best of it, no 
one could te}] what the result would be. As the race 
approached an end, Anderson several times beat his 
Opponent in changing, but at the end of the twenty- 
first’ twenty-second, twenty-third and twenty-fourth 

miles Murphy had as‘ight advantage. There was in- 
tense excitement. Everbody was on bis feet. “You 
can’t beat the old-timers,” exclaimed a well-known 
Politician, and those about bim, wbo were almost 
Praying that Murphy would win, thoroughly and 
beartily indorsed the expression. The last mile! Two 
or three taps on the judge’s beil told the 
story. Each rider had bis best horse; put that 
wasn't saying mucb, as all the animals bad more 





stood up to a’man. So did the club house members 
and guests, and so did the ladies on the baicony and 
in the carriages afield. The great bunch of Jack roses 
was still aloft, and the black and white parasol in a 
position to wave triumpbaotly if New York should 
win. Anderson was quickest in bis seat, but Murphy 
had sometbing the best of the twenty-fourth mile and 
the beginning of the last mile saw him a leader. All 
hands cheered at the struggle. Gigantic Quinn took to 
the high steps. Juke Somerindske shut tignt his 
hands, those hands so marvellous cunning in his 
younger days, and hoped. Murphy held the lead 
nearly to the half-mile pole, but there his horse falter- 
ed, and with cries ot ‘Anderson 1s passing him!” ““‘We 
are beaten !’”’ the Californian, at the three-quarter pole, 
went to the front, and amid the wildest excitement 
finished the winner of the great race by three lenghts. 
Generous New York sighed, but immediately gave the 
victor rousing cheers. Anderson went to Murphy at 
once and, shaking him by the band, exclaimed: 

‘*You are the best man I ever met, and I bave rid- 
den 12,000 mites.’’ 

Men end horses were tired. Anderson’s time was 53 
minutes 8 seconds ; Murphy, 53 minutes 12 seconds. It 
could not have been much closer. One good horse for 
the last mile would have saved Murphy. 


THE GENTLE CHINAMAN. 


He Makes Things Interesting in Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia. 


The Los Angeles (Cal.) Express says: 

If left to settle itself Chinatown will undoubtedly 
solve the problem of its own existence without the aid 
of any boycott. The slumbering volcano of interne- 
cine strife occasionally emits its deadiy odors. Al) is 
not unity, harmony and love within the Chinese 
camp. Its coulies belong to different companies, 
whose fierce struggle for supremacy and the lion’s 
share of the wages of their slaves is a fit sample of the 
struggle of the survival of the fittest. Each company 
takes care of the religion, social pleasures and physi- 
cal comforts of its members. Each company has its 
own joss house, its tan game and its bighbinder so- 
ciety, which the Chinesgare pleased tocalla “fleemason 
lodge.”’ 

When the lynx-eyed bighbinders of the Wong Com- 
pany see the members of the Chung Wo Company 
robbing at a tan.game some poor devil of a coolie 
fresh from a washbouse or an orange orchard, ther 
inform the officers, and the latter makea raid, and 
the Chung Wo men, if captured, have to pay roundly 
for their tun. They then come back on the Wong 
Company when they are fleecinga green cuuntryman, 
and so bad blood has been developed between the 
companies till every Chinaman goes armed with a re- 
volver, which he is ready to draw and shoot on the 
slightest provocation, as the row recently showed, 
The Wong and Chung Wo companies are ready tu 
fight for the least cause now. This was the exact 
status before the big Chihese riot of 1871, when eigh- 
teen or more Chinamen were killed, and these are the 
same causes which led to that riot, by exciting the ire 
of the lower class of the —— and Indians who 
shed their bood. 

Last Sunday the highbinders of the Wong Company, 
in solemn conclave. set prices on the heads of several 
Chinamen, including Ab Jim and auother Chinaman, 
for $800 for each head. The price of $1,200 was set on 
the head of Charles Newburz, a young Jew, who in- 
habits Chinatown more or less, and who learned to 
speak the Chinese language in Hong Kong, where he 
was born, while.bis father was there in the merchan- 
dise business. This appalling state of aflairs was re- 
vealed to the officers on last Monday, but they regard- 
ed it as a stupid tale till the events in the attempted 
assassination of Ab Jim on Negro alley confirmed the 
reports, 

During the attempt ot the officers to make a raid on 
a tan game on Negro alley, a shooting scrape occurred 
in which several Chinamen were shot, but none 
fatally. The stories differ, but as near as could be as- 
certained, the facts appear to be as follows: 

Constable Cline with Deputies W. H. Cline and 
Ledbetter were informed ofa tan game in progress in 
@ room, the door of which opens on tbe east side of 
Negro alley facing the plaza. Cline stationed bis 
denuties:on the outside, and proceeded to go inside, 
when his attention was attracted to a row in the allev. 
Returning to the alley he saw a crowd of about 100 
Chinamen in the alley talking very loud and excitedly, 
while three Chinamen were running down the alley 
toward Los Angeles street at a breakneck speed. 
Cline broke and ran after them. The second Cnina- 
man, whose name is Ab Joe, shot at the first one, and 
Cline captured Joe, but the other two escaped. While 
Cline was running the crowd got excited, and com- 
menced shooting, keeping up a perfect fusillade. Wit- 
nessess state that about fifteen shots were fired in all. 
One of the bullets hit Ah Joe 1n the right leg. Sub- 
sequently it was found that a Chinaman by the name 
of Ab Jim was shot in the back. Jim is a highbinder 
ot the Wong Company, and had had a row with Ab 
Joe, who is a highbinder of the Chung Wo Company. 
Joe’s China name is Wing Sigh. He is accused of 
baving killed a Chinaman in San Francisco five or six 
years ago, for which be was convicted and sentenced 
tor life at San Quentin. Here his services were 
valuable az an interpreter, and he was finally par- 
doned. : 

The police arrested Charles Newberg for carrying 
a concealed weapon and put him in the city jail over 
night. The ar‘est was made by Officers Haskin and 
Lemon about 12:30 o’clock, in Chinatown. Ah Jim, 
the Chinaman. who was shot in the back, was taken 
to 14 Plaza street, where he is lying in a comfortable 
condition. 

Deputy Constable Ledbetter arrested Si Hauk and 
Wong Chee on a charge of assault to murder Ab Jim. 
They were taken before Judge Ranney and admitted 
1o $5,009 bail. Another cause bas been developed for 
the assault. Some three weeks ago Judge Ranney 
united a Chinese woman, of the Wong Cumpany. in 
marriage with Wong Chee, of the Wong Chong Com- 
pany. The Wong Company is accused ot having pur- 
cbased her in San Francisco, and of having a desire to 
ste.] her back, hence the row. Another fact which 
has not heen rought out is this: On Monday Newberg 
came to an Express reporter, and ofliered to show hiw 
a list of Chinamen upon whose heads a price had been 
set. The offer was refused ov the ground that there 
was nothing'n it. The list was then shown the officers, 
and it contains the names of the very Chinamen 
tLe highbinders tried to murder. The examination 
will develop the full facts.

The violent off- 
shore wind prevented the Frenchman trom reaching 
Jersey and the lady was carried across the Atlantic. 
Farne reached St. Hilaires harbor safely, but his story 
was disbelieved. People from the sbore affirm that 
they heard cries of murder from sea. Farne was ar- 
res‘ed and indicted for homicide. His liberation now 1s

There was a re-untun at the Louisiana Hotel. Satur- 
day, of Messrs. Monigomery and Bettys, lucky holu- 
ers of the Capital Prize Tickets in the Louisiana State 
Lottery. Here were two men whose combined wealth 
only a short time ago was only a few hundred dollars;

JACK DEMPSEY. 

The Full and Truthful History of a 

Wonderful Pugilist’s Professional 
Development. 


A ROMANCE OF THE RING. 





Dempsey’s victory over Dacey gained the rising 
young champion a host of admirers, and set those 
who did not believe that he was the pugilist he had 
time and again proved himself to bea thinking. Many 
claimed that he was bound to win the light-weight 
championsbip, while others claimed he was not with- 
ip miles of the championship mark. Dempsey, how- 
ever, paid no attention to those who were uopposed to 
him. He continued ready to meet all comers at his 
weight, and was never contented except when he was 
matched against some one or had prosp¢ cts of ratify- 
ing an engagement to mill. 

Dempsey next met Joe Heiser, Jr., in a coztest ac- 
cording to “Police Gazette’’ rules. Heiser nad won 
the amateur light-weight championsbip, and many 
were eager to sea the coming professional and the 
amateur test their abi.ities inthe arena. The contest 
was decided on April 25, 1884. 

Tom McAlpine seconded both men. Cant. Tuttle 
acted as timekeeper, and a well-known New York 
sporting man was referee, The men decided to spar 
six three-minute rounds, with small! soft gloves, and 
were quickly ready for the mill. 

Round 1—When time was called and the men iook 
their positions Jike old veterans it was easv to be seen 
that there would. be no funny business. They feinted 
for some time and then closed and some good short- 
arm work was indulzed in, Dempsey getting tbe better 
ot it. . When tbey separated Heiser made a bold stroke 
at‘his taller antagonist, which settled on the jaw’ 
Dempsey in return sent in a wicked left-hander which 
struck Heiser on the shoulder and turned him com- 
pletely round. The exchanges then became short aneg 
quick, until time was called. 

2—The men came up promptly. Hetscr landed on 
Dempsey’s body, getting in some stingers in one-two. 
three order. Dempsey then indulged in terrific in- 
fighting. driving Heiser all around the room, and 
when time was up Jack was no better oft than Joe. 
8—When they came to the scratch Heiser led with 
bis right, but was neatly stopped ané received a lcfi- 
hander on bis nose, which drew claret. First blood 
was allowed and claimed for Dempsey. Then they 
came to close quarters and fought all arvuund the room 
until time was up. 

4—Dempsey forced the fighting, and landed several 
blows witb both hands on Heiser's face; then, after a 
very interesting exthibition of science by Heiser, Demp- 
sey let go his right hand and bit Heiser tn the mouth, 
staggering him. Heiser quickly recovered, and then 
his blows became far more frequent than Dempsey’s. 
whom he followed around the room, getting in some 
solid body blows. | 

6—The men came up puffing for wind. They sparred 
for over two minutes without a biow being struck, and 
finally, just before time was called, a quick exchange 
of blows took place. Heiser landing on the body and 
necx, and Dempsey on the forehead and jaw. 

6—Heiser rushed Dempsey into a corner of the room 
and let go some telling body blows, which took effect. 
Dempsey in return delivered a half-arm blow on 
Heiser’s eye aud a rattler on the neck. Heiser kept 
away, but managed to get in a wicked right-hander on 
Dempsev’s stomach, which made bim wince. They 
then rushed at eacb other and fought until time was 
called. The referee decided tbe contest a drawn bat- 
tle. His decision was very savistactory to all con- 
cerned. 

Dempsey was next matched to box Jimmy Hurst, 
of Canada, for a purse and the gate receipts. The 
batile was to have been decided at Clarendon WJull, 
New York, on May 1. Huret ran away and left 
George Fuljames, bis backer, in the lurch. When 
Fulljames learned of Hurst’s “back out” he noitfied 
Richard K. Fox not to pay the §200 stakes which he 
held to Dempsey. Mr. Fox, however,decided to pay 
the money, and the protest was then witbdrawn. 
Dempsey was on hand at the time appointed, but 
Hurst did not sppear, and Dempsey announced from 
the stage that $50 wuuld be given to any light weight 
who would, in ring parlance, “best bim” in 6 rounds 
This offer was promptly accepted by Jack Bowles. 
Some discussion ensued as to whether he was a light 
weight, and a prominent broker, well known ip Wall 
street. offered $25 1f Bowles would spar anyhow. This 
settled it, and the two men taced each other. Six 
rounds in all were tought, and while no great damage 
was done to either man, the contest was very spirited, 
and good science was shown. During all of the first 
five rounds the honors were with Dempsey. In the 
sixth round the fighting became hot,and Dempsey 
showed his superior qualities as a fighter. His blows 
fell indiscriminately on Bowles’ jaw, face, earund eye, 
and with the exception of a few returns Dempsey had 
things his own way. A straight leit-shoulder bit from 
him nearly smashed Bowles’ nose, and the succeeding 
rain of blows covered tbat gentleman’s face with 
blood. He was fought almost to a standstill. Reteree 
George Taylor awarded the figbt to Dempsey. On 
May 2 Mr. Fox paid the stakes tu Dempsey at the 
POLICE GAZETTE Office. 

Atter defeating Bowles Dempsey rested on bis laus 
rels until he was challenged by George Fulljames, of 
Toronto, Canada, tven keeping a sporting house at 
One Hunared and Thirtieth street, Harlem, to fight 
fof $1.000a side. 

‘A deposit of $100 was posted with Eddy Hanley, of 
Fulton Market, and the pugilists agreed to meet at 
the PoLice GAZETTE office on May 5to post an addi- 
tonal deposit and sign articles of agreement. 

According to agreement both pugtlists were at the 
place appointcd ready for business, and among the 
sporting men present were Barney Aaron, Matthew 
H. Moore, Mart Malone. Tom McAlpine, Martin 
Dem prey. Batt Sweeney, Nick Langan, Frank Crsyler, 
John Reilly, Patsy Hogan. of San Francisco, Harry 
Webb. of Leadville; Andy Kelly, Matsuda Sorakicht, 
Johnny Saunders, Tom Cassidy, Harry Martin, Thad. 
Meizhan, Ed. Hanley, Tommy Murphy, Frank Ste 
venson. W. W. Clark and a host of otters. 

After a long discussion the pugilists agreed to fight 
with gloves, tor $1.000 a side, and each posted $250 with 
Richard K. Fox, and signed the foilowing articles of 
agreement,

Quceens- 
berry rules governed.

Sporting Editor—Hearing that Tommy Danforth has 
stated that he could ‘‘knock me out in 6 rounds,” Queensberry 
rules, allow me to say that [ will give him the opportunity by 
meeting him fn an 8-round cont-st. Cuartise ELLINGSWwoRTH. 


In a four-round glove contest between John H. Clark 
and Heary Anders at the Olympic Clab, Pniladelphia, on May 20, 
Clark stopped Anders iu the third round. Hughey Ahern and 
Frank Burke boxed four rounds, and Joho Dickson decided it a 
draw. 


A match has been arranged between Harry Gilmore, 
of Toronto, and Jim Mitchell, of Philadelphia, for the light-weight 
championship of America, for $2,000 a side, the coutest to take 
place within six or eight weeks. Gilmore has sent a deposit of 
$200 to Richard K. Fox. 


Patrick Sheedy, who has ‘undertaken the manage- 
ment of John L. Sullivan, on May 18 cabled the ba-:kers of Jem 
Smith, the English champion, offering Smith a guarantee of $3,000 
to come to Americs and meet Sullivan for 6 rounds in the Polo 
Grounds in New York on Monday, July 3. 


Jack Dempsey, the champion middle-weight pugilist 
of the world and holder of the ‘Police Gazette’ diamond belt, 
writes that he is ready to meet Jack Burke, Charley Mitchell or any 
man in the world for the *‘Police Gasette’’ champion belt and $5,000 
a side, according to the rules governing the same. Dempsey is in 
Portland. Oregon, and met with a flattering reception. 


Judging from the unsatisfactory glove contest be- 
tween Jack Burke and Charley Mitchell, at Chicago, buth men 
sbould arrange another m..tch and settle the mooted question in 
rega:d to who is the best man. The public in New York and Chi- 
cago bave paid well on four occasions to solve the problem, and yet 
they have not witnéssed Mitchell conquer Burke, or the latter con- 
quer Mitchell. 


There is every indication that a match will be made 
for $2,000 a side and the light-weight ehampionship of America be- 
tween Harry Gilmore, of Toronto, Canada, and Jimmy Mitchell, of 
Philadelphia, Arthur Chambers’ protege. The latter time and 
again has tried to match Mitchell for the light-weight champion- 
ship and $1,000 a sidg, and backed up his challenges with a forfeit 
of $100, but no one ever had the courage to pick up the gauntlet. 
Gilmore is now the challenger, and if Arthur Chambers bas the 
same faith and confidence in Mitchell's abilities as a pugilist a 
match will be certainly ratified. 


Charles Mitchell, the prise fighter, acted as his own 
attornev in a $10,000 suit commenced by himself against the Chicago 
Daily News to recover damages for alleged libel. About a week ago 
J.J. McCarthy, a County Commissiouer, sued that paper for libel 
for saying that he had mistaken his calling and should have been 
a pugilist, and intimating that whenever ‘e had a mill in a saloon 
some one was robbed. McUarthy was very anzry and wanted to 
kvow the autho: ofsuch a statement, and the paper a few days ago, 
in ao editorial, ironically said that Charlies Mitchell was the au- 
thority for the statement. Mitchell in turn sues the paper for con- 
necting his vame with that of a County Commissioncr. 

Chief of Police Ebersold of Chicago on May 22 refused 
to graut a perwit‘ for a pending giove test. Officers appeared on 
the stage of one of the cheap theatres and stopped a similar affair 
between two local touchs, which was about to be given as part of 
the regular entertainment. The authorities announce that no 
more boxing or sparring exhibitions wi:l be permitted in public. 
The order covers pusilism in any shape, and, if enforced many 
matches recently advertised, including that between Sullivan and 
Mitchell. N explanation is given, but the action of the police is 
evidently the outcome of a letter to the mavor from the Citizens’ 
Association demanding that the lawe and ordinances in relation to 
prise fighting be strictly enforced. 


In New York City, on May 21, a glove contest was 
decided between Abe Hewlett aud Washington Dominick. both 
colored middle-weights Charley Gooley and James Mitchell sec- 
onded Dominick, and Jack McGinty-and John Porter stood for 
Hewlett. A well-kuown St. Louis gentleman was referee. Time 
was called at 11:30. Dominick led iu the fight from the start, floor- 
ing Hewlett three times iu the first round, aud. with a right-hand 
counter ou the mouth, drew first blood. The round was a rattler. 
Both men were on their mettle, and fought gamely. Don inick 
punched his man all over the ring, won three knock-downs and 
fiuaily a kuock-out with a straight face hit. Time, 5 minutes 30 
seconds. The conditions were Queensberry rules, for a purse of 


$40. 


A. Rodrigues and W. Weldon fought for a purse of 
$100, uear this city, on May 22. Weldon is twenty vears of age, 
stands 5 fect 1 inch in his stuckings aud weighs 114 pounds. A. 
Rodrgiues 1s eighteen years of age, stands 5 feet 4 inches and 
weighed 110 pounds. Weldon was looked after by Jack Goulding 
and Tomay Danforth. - Rodrigues was attended by Johnny Farrell 
and Billy Oliver. The battle was a long and desperate one and the 
bantams fought an hour with varying fortunes, aud then Rodrigues 
began to get very shaky on his legs. Secing this, Weldon rushed 
at his man, but the more he drove him back the gamer he fought, 
and occasionally he turaed the tables ou his antagonist. In the 





last 6 rouuds the fighting was tame, as neither man could do any 
damaxe. and when a proposition was made to draw the stakes both 
men willingly agreed to do so.

John P. Clow, of Denver, has made matches with Jim 
Fcli and with Peter McCoy. Both of them ought to whip him, but 
you can't tell. McCaffrey fought him in Denver about three or four 
yeurs ago, and he said: ‘He's about six feet high, and built on the 
greyhound style of architecture. He don't know much about the 
art of boxing, but the punishment he can stand is simply wonderful. 
I gave bim the worst licking I ever gave a man in my life, and I 
fairly got tired thumping him. I never saw anybody in my born 
days who would stand the gaff as he did. I had him licked and as 
near kuocked out as a man could be, but I couldn’t get a decision. 
I did get the money, though—wy share of the receipts was §1,200— 
and the next day one of the papers said I couldn’t knock out Clow, 
the referee and his gang. That was about the size of it. McCoy 
will lick him, I think. He knows too much for Clow, and is too 
quick for him, besides."’ 

‘Wm. Bradburn, of Chicago, who was referee in the 

*recent glove fizht at Chicagu, between Charley Mitchell and Jack 
| Burke, has written the following letter to Richard K. Fox, which 
will interest both Burke and Mitchell's admirers, also the general 
public. The following is the communication : 

CuicaGo, May 19. 1886. 

Dear Str—I have just seen sn account of the Mitchell-Burke 
glove contest of May 18, in which I was referee. In reply please 
allow me to say that it was to be an &-round contest. If neither 
map was beaten beyond a doubt, they were to have the ninth and 
tenth, and so on until the baitle was won or lost. Atthe Gnish 
of the tenth round 1 went to Burke and asked him if he 
was willing to have another round. His answer was ‘‘of 
course, fifty of them if neccessary, I have not commenced 
to fight.’”’ Now, this don’t sound like a beaten man. I was 
about to put the some question to Mitchell, but I got the tip from 
the proper authorities that hostilities must cease. Now there 
was nothing said to me about who might have the best of it at any 
stage in case of interference. I was led to believe the contest was 
to go on until one or the other was bested, 80 a schoolboy could give 
a decision. Burke was not beaten. Mitchell got in a good right 
one on Burke's nose in the latter part of the tenth round which 
drew the blood freely. It showed bad for Burke. Mitchell’s friends 
took advantage of the moment, and tried to stampede the conven- 
tion and carry things in Mitchell’s favor, which they did very suc- 
cessfully. In conclusion, I will say that they are both good men, 
and it will require a fight to the finish to see who is the best man.

The letter from Bradburn puts snother complexion on the Mitch- 
ell and Burke affair; but statements and counter statements 
amount to nothing. The question of supremacy between these 
rival English boxers will only be settled by a fair and manly con- 
test within the orthodox 24-foot ring to continue till one or the other 
is vanquished. Mitchell and Burke have boxed so often that they 
understand every movement each other makes, although Mitchell 
slizhtly outclasses Burke as a pugilist taking everything into con- 
sideration. 

The sporting element for the past have been looking 
forward with eager interest to the great glove contest betwecn Jim 
Canuon, of Carbondale, Pa., and E. F. Mallahan’s Unknown. The 
match came about in this way. Mallahan issued a challenge, 
offering to match an unknown to box Jack Burke, of Chicago, six 
or cight rounds, ‘Police Gazette’ rules, the winner to take all the 
gate money. Burke refused to accept the challenge and Mallaban 
then offered to pit his champion again.t any man in Amcrica but 
Sullivan. The defi created no little excitement in sporting circles, 
because few knew who was the man Mallahan decided to match, 
and his offer sect the sporting men all thinking. Some claimed 
it was Dick Matthews, others claimed it was John P. Clow, but no 
one was able to guess what the mysterious boxer’s identical name 
was. Fora long time it Jooked as if Mallahan would not find any 
one to meet his champion. On March 16, Mallahan called at the 
Pouce Gazerrts office and left the following challenge: 

To the Sporting Editor: U 

Dear Strrn—Having secured a man I think worthy to back against 
all comers, with the exception of John L. Sullivan, the champion 
of the world, I hereby issue the following challenge, and to prove 
my earnestness in the matter. J have put upa forfeit of $100. I 
stand ready to match an Unkaown to contend in the arena, with 
or without gloves, according tothe new rules of the London prize 
ring or ‘Police Gazette” rules, against Jack Burke, Charley Mitch- 
ell, Dominick McCaffrey, Frank Glover, Dick Collier, the latest ar- 
rival from England, John Killen. of Chicago, Patsy Cardiff or Wm. 
Bradburn, of Pittsburg, for: $500 a side, and the winner to take all 
the gate receipts. The contest to take place in Pittsburg, Ciucin- 
nati, Chicago or Jersey City in two or four weeks from signing ar- 
ticles. Richard K. Fox tobe final stakeholder and to select the 
referee. To prove I mean business! this day deposit $100 with 
Richard K. Fox, which. I trust, one of the many would-be cham- 
pions will cover. First come first served. E. F. MaLuauan. 

The sweeping defi brought out a reply from Edward C. More, c¢ 
Carbondale, Pa., who notified Richard K. Fox that he had a mano 
he was willing to match against Mallahau’s champion, and that he 
would be at the Potice GAzetrs office on April 14 to arrange the 
match. Acourding to agreement E. C. More, accompanied by 
Mickey Coburn, was on hand. He stated his unkuown was Jim 
Cannon of Carbondale, Pa., and agreed to match him against 
Mallahan’s Unknown for $250. No time was lost in arranging the 
mafch, and the following agreement was signed and $250 posted. 

Articles of Agreement entered into this sixteenth day of April, 
1886, between James Cannon, of Carbondale, Pa., and E. F. Maila- 
han's Unknown. The said James Cannon and the said ‘‘Unknown” 
do hereby agree to box, according to ‘‘Police Gazette’ rules, for the 
sum of two hundred and Qfty ($250) a side. The said contest shall 
take place within fife ~ (15) days from above date and within Gfty 
(50) miles of Carbondale, Pa. 

In pursuance of this agreement the sum of $250 a side is now de- 
posited in the hands of Richard K. Fox, who shall be final stake- 
holder and appoint the referee. 

Further, it is agreed that the winner shall take all gate re- 
ceipts. 

Either party failing to comply with the conditions in the forego- 
iog shall forfeit all money down.

After the match was arranged it was ascertained that Mallahan’s 
Unknown was Frank Herald, of Nicetown, Pa., a noted boxer, 
who had won several matches and boxed Jack Burke toa standstill 
in the Theatre Comique, Philadelphia. 

Cannon stood 5 feet 1134 inches, weighed 190 pounds and had the 
appearance of being a formidable opponent. He had never been 
beaten and won five or six battles. Betting was 100 to 80 on Can- 
non. Herrld stood 5 feet 10% inches in height and weighed 175 
pounds. He stripped like a gladiator and had the appearance of 
what he proved to be, a fighter from Fizhtersville. After the men 
faced each other the miners and sporting men who had journeyed 
to witness the battle, were confident that Cannon would win. After 
all the preliminaries had been arranged the men faced each other. 
Cannon rushed at Herald just as if he was going to annihilate him. 
Herald displayed great judgment, stopped the terror of the coa) 
regions rush with . straight left-hander, and swinging his right 
brought Cannon down. In an instant the burly boxer was on his 
fret, and desperate exchanges followed until Herald swung his 
right with terrific effect, and it Janded‘on Cannon's jugular und he 
fell like as if a caupon ball struck him and he lay like a log insen- 
sible on the stage.- Ten seconds elapsed and the champion of the 
black country was still in the land of dreams, and Herald was de- 
clared the winner The battle lasted 23 seconds. Herald's victory 
created quite a surprise, and good judges pronounced him a candi- 
date for the championship. Herald was selected to meet all 
comers, because when he was matched to meet Jack Surke in Phil- 
adelphia, he held his own. and could. if Burke had not requested 
him to make a light set-to, to use the vernacular, have downed 
Burke. 

Herald whipped Cannon in thirteen seconds, and it was the first 
time the champion of the coal regious was ever conquered. He was 
born in Philadelphia Ju!y 13th, 1862. Herald was seconded by E. 
F. Mallahan. Cannon was attended by &. ©. Moore, while Phil 
Cummiskey of New York was referee. J. &. Boyle, of Scranton, 
Pa., was timekeeper.

George H. Engeman and the Brighton Beach Racing 
Association announces that it has perfected a plan under which its 
patrons may arcompany the interest in the races with a moderate 

tof lative excitement, in which there will be neither 
actual nor technical violation of the Penal Code, and the laws 
against gambling. The new plan is called “‘Duryea’s System for 
Improving the Breed of Horses,’’ and is an improvement on the 
plan proposed by the Coney Island Jockey Ciub at Sheepshead 
Bay last year. Gen. B F. Butler says the new system, which will 
be put in operation, is entirely within the law. This system, in 
brief, is as follows: The racing is conducted as usual under the 
judges and in conformity to the rules. Means are provided by 
which such suitable persons as so desire may become for the time 
being limited members of the association, paying for the same a 
specified fee and receiving for the same a limited certificate of 
membership. The moneys thus received the association propose, 
as they have a right under their charter and under the late ruiiag: 
of the Court of Appeals, to devote to the purposes of the or -aniza- 
tion in such a way as their executive committee may each day de- 
termine. Part will be made a fund from which prizes or premiums 
to the owners of the best and most successful horses wil! 
be paid; part to the Icgitimate expenses of the association 
and part may. as the executive committee may determine. 
be paid back to the holders of certain membership certifi- 
cates, such holders having, on making their contributions and in 
receiving their certificates of membership, indicated this prefer- 
ence by a number thereor corresponding to a number opposite to 
such horse's name on a blackboard. After each race the Executive 
Committee announce the sum, if any, which they will pay back pr° 
rata to such gertificate holders, who, however, by such purciiasing 
and holding of certificates of membership, establish no right or 
claim to such pro rata payment, the repayment, if any, and, in 
fact. the entire dispusition of the moneys thus contributed being 3!
